At a meeting of the Junior Prom 
Committee held last night, the fin- 
ancial report of the dance showed 
a profit of over two hundred dol- 
lars.

A Letter to All 
Clubs and Societies 



A copy of the /olloujintr lellcr iras sent to all clubs and societies on 
the campiw. Any who have not received one and who fall in the cote- 
gorti mentioned, ore to consider this as a /ormol letter of request. It 
wot emphoiized that those clubtX^ho received copies have not responded 
OS loelt Of thev should. The importance of this letter should be carefully 
understood. 

On October 29th. 1942. 1 received a letter of particular importance 
to all clubs and societies from the Principal, Dr. F. Cyril James. 
The following are extracts from that letter: 

"Under specific new reculations passed by the Board of Gov- 
ernors last year, no individual or group of individuals has the right 
' to use the name "McGiil" or any McGill building except with the 
approval of the Board of Governors. As I understand It, under the 
con.<itltutlon of the Students' Society, the Board of Governors dele- 
gated to the Students' Executive Council broad responsibilities in 
regard to student self-government . . . included in this responsibility 
is the duty of approving and supervising all student societies which 
exist on the campus. In order to carry out this duty in an appropriate 
manner, the Students' Council should provide "that all undergraduate 
societies, clubs or groups using the name of 'McGlll or meeting in 
any McGlll building, riiould be formally approved by the Council 
and tho Council should at all times have on hand a complete list of 
such approved societies . . . and furnish such a list to the Principal 
from time to time for the inspection of the Bàard of Governors." 

The Council has given this subject very considerable thought in 
order to carry out these new University regulations in accordance 
with Article 2 (titled "Object") of the constitution of the Students' 
Society which reads 'An association of undergraduates formed to

Book Shelf 



BRAPLEVS DIALECTIC by Ralph WltUnK< 
ton Church (George Allen &' Unwin'Ltd., 
pp. 188; lOjs 6d net or $3.50). 

This book will be ot great interest to all 
serious students ol modem philosophy. The 
type 6t student who^ould be interested in this 
book needs no Ihtrbduciion to R. W. Church, 
now ot Cornell University and formerly ol 
Balllol College, Oxford. 

Space and the talents of the reviewer do 
not permit, an extensive criticism of Dr, 
Church's latest work, the primary object of 
which is "to bring out in somewhat simple 
terms the essential character of Bradley's 
dialectic. To that end, criticism of the dialectic 
is, for the most part, confined to a chapter on 
some basic difficulties in it, in order that ex> 
cursions in criticism may not unduly compli- 
cate exposition of the central doctrine." 

"Bradley's Dialectic" is the work of an Im' 
partial scholar who knows his Bradley, care' 
fully separates exposition from criticism, em' 
phasizes the "neglected chapter" in "Appear- 
ance and Reality" (Chap. 3 on "Relation and 
Quality"), and make some trenchant remarks 
concerning the interpretations of Bradley made 
by Broad and Swing. 

Two quotations from Church's book may ap' 
propriately be 

(The preface, p: 10). 

"Something strangely like a creed of ex- 
clusive party loyalty seems to have infected 
students of philosophy/iiir'spme quarters. The 
doctrinaire bigotry thus engendered Is not the 
less deplorable because it professes to be in' 
tellectual. As a consequence of this single- 
minded devotion to non-Hegelian modes of 
philosophy, otherwise sensible men, who have 
avowedly steered clear of Hegel, take his name 
in vain with aome abandon. These same men 
apparently sit down to read 'Appearance and 
Reality' upon tho thoughtless assumption that 
Its major doctrine could only, baye^orlginaled 
on either or both sides of Didcot ' junciibhT'Tbe 
misunderstandings that result from such cava- 
lier procedure have made Bradley, in these 
same quarters, a synonym for nonsense. 

"Yet the dialccUc that Bra'dley calls 'the re 
latlonal way of thought' formulates a mentali- 
ty— ah" jBlmost hopelessly romantic way of 
imagination and evaluation— that is abroad to< 
day in force, and we badly need to take ac- 
count of It" 

Church deals near the end of the book with 
the question whether or not Bradley can answer 
Hume, and he comès to the conclusion that 
neither Bradley nor Hume is or could be 
refutation of the other; the two philosophers 
are fundamentally opposed, they have no com 
mon ground: for Hume Jdcntity ii, absolute, for 
Bradley, relational. Is there any rational basis 
for accepting identity as absolute or as rela- 
tional,, or. In other words, is there any basis 
for aAlrming or denying the Law of N6n*Con- 
tradietlon? Church can find no valid rèaâon 
either to sanction or to condemn the Law of 
Non-Contradiction; this law is so fundamental 
that nothing can be said for or against it, al 
though it may be accepted or rejected. To at- 
tempt to say anything that Is at all significant 
for or against the law is to beg Uie question by 
automatically 'committing oneself to Its denial 
or to lis affirmation. It is a propos of this dis 
cusslon that Church says, (p. 184). 

"And in some quarters it will be urged that 
in the matter before us the touchstone of ra- 
tional decision Is supplied by experience. . . . 
The appeal to «expérience, considered so hard- 
headed and sensible byjts proponents whether 
they, be Idealists, PoslUvlsIs, Neo-Realists, Prag- 
matlsts, or members of other philosophical sects, 
is a hardy and widely variegated perennial 
Men have been appealing to, experience for a 
long time. In her name they have castigated 
their opponents; men no less sensible than 
themselves, perhaps, who then replied in the 
name of their, experience. . . . Presumably It 
is fairly plain that to appeal to experience is to 
appeal to it as it is understood in one way or 
another. . . . The validity of the Law of Non- 
ContradicUon could hardly be made out by any 
appeal to the conception of experience that is 
developed In the 'Phenomenology.* No more 
could the dlaleeUc be justified by any. one or 
more of the conceptions of experience which 
the relational way of thought denies. In short, 
either you adduce an empiricism that is in ac- 
cord with logic, or that is in accord with the 
dalectic, as the case may be, and so beg the 
question; or else you adduce a contrary empiri- 
cism, and so perforce miss the point of your 
attempted justification. 

"Any appeal to the given can only beg the 
qi^esUon for the other fellow. For it will as- 
sume that what for you is given ... is likewise 
given for someone else. . . . 

"It 'would >eem that there is no rigorous 
means by which logic or Hegelian dialectic can 
justify-^-as distinguished from explain— itself to 
the other fellow. Each student of philosophy 
can only ask himself about the relevance of 
the one or the other' to what he himself finds 
for examination and elucidation. To do this 
is indeeji to appeal to experience. But it Is to 
appeal to his own experience as being his own, 
not as something that imposes a philosophical 
obligation on his fellow men. 

"If a man finds in his experience any two 
respects that are strictly the same, then he finds 
aometUstf that le iQcoii^;»able wUh .tb« son- 



elusion of the dialecUc of relation and quality 
that Identity Implies qualitattive difference. . . 

"Protagonists of the relaUonal way ot imag- 
ination are constrained by doctrhie • to ' deny 
that any two experiences, whether perceptual, 
imaginative, or intellectual, arc in any respect 
the same. This is to say that for these pfota- 
gonists every cperience, however comprehen- 
sive or merely tenuous, is quite unique. To 
be sure, they sometimes deal with this stark 
consequence by .saying that every experience 
is in part unique. But then, the parts that 
would not be unique or unmatched' would be 
matched by something else. And this would 
fly in the face ot the conclusion that idenUty 
implies qualitative difference. The doctrine of 
relaUonal Identity Is categorical; it admits of 
no exceptions, lltat it why it can only be re- 
jected by anyone in whose consciousness there 
are ever two or more experiences that are in 
any respect strictly the same." 

It the reader of this review is in any doubt 
about his answer, he may re-read the review 
and think again. But if he Is a meUphyslclan, 
and has studied "Appearance and Reality," he 
needs no recommendaUon from a reviewer to 
read Church on Bradley ' and to consider 
whether Church's reductlo ad absurdum is 
valid.

In submitting such application the said 
club or society will be required ot submit to the Students' Executive 
Council the names of iU officers, its aims and its purposes. If such 
aims or purposes change, or Us activities arc no longer consistent 
with the approved aims or purposes, the said club or sgciety must 
re-apply for recognition." 

To put this resolution Into effect, all clubs or societies described 
as above, are required to submit an application in the manner 
'provided for In the resolution to Mr. G. H. Fletcher. Secretary- 
Treasurer of the Students' Society not later than December 22nd, 
1042.

THE CANADIAN REVOLUTION 

History is merely an account of 
the evolution of social change. 
Change, is brought about by the 
counter-action ^ and inter;play of 
certoln social forces. In other words, 
social change can be said to be the 
generator of history. 

The political and economic form 
of post-war ' Canadian society has 
often been debated upon. In the 
following paragraphs I will attempt 
to Indicate Uie' general social ten- 
dencies apparent in Canada today 
and make some aesumption as to 
the political and economic system 
that these tendencies will generate. 

The first important fact apparent 
in our social slructuie is that de- 
mocracy seems to haye "died a nat- 
ural death" and that we arc now 
in the process ot burying it By 
"democracy" I mean the parliamen- 
tary representative system that is 
its salient feature. By "democracy" 
I mean, also, the individual liberties 
and freedom of action that formed 
the theoretical it not actual basis of 
its ideology. " 

The Canadian democratic inslitu 
tlons, well as the Institutions of 
other democracies have been sup 
planted by an intricate system of 
bureaucratic control. 

A'short resume of current devel- 
opments In political and economic 
fields will bear this out Our gov- 
ernmental administrative system 
has undergone a notable transfor- 
mation during the last few years, 
We are today withessing the rapid 
development of a centralized goV' 
emmental biueaucracy. Almost 
every day new departments, new 
boards, new commissions are creat- 
ed, each with .powerful, almost 
autocratic authority ..in their .spe 
clalized fields. ' Noteble examples 
arc the Prices and Trade Board 
The National Selective Service 
Board, The Unemployment Insur 
ance Commission and the Wheat 
Board. ' 

II might be argued that the* active 
prosecution of the war made the 
creation of these boards expedient 
and. that they are merely tempor- 
ary. However, the political and 
economic problems ot post-war re- 
adjustment will be as great as those 
confronting the administration to- 
day. Bdieving that these bureau- 
cratic controls will be done away 
with if, and when, peace comes, is 
merely wishful thinking. It must 
also be noted that this tendency to- 
wards bureatieratie centralization 
was apparent even- before the war. 
The present conflict merely accel- 
erates the work ot the social forces 
already, underway. 

The delegation of autocratic poll- 
Ueal and economic powers to autom- 
ous bureaucratic offices does not, in 
itself, prove the death of the demo- 
cratic system. The ■ decadence ot 
our democracy is -apparent also, in 
the very nature ot our political 
parliamentary structure. • The Lib 
eral parly has, virtually, no opposi- 
tion in the House. The Prime Min 
ister with his Cabinet, therefore, 
can enact afanost any ordinance and 
be assured of the support of the 
Commons. Despite the tact that 
theoretically, the Prime Minister is 
responsible to Parliament, he is to 
day the controller ot Parliament 
because it naturally acts in accord- 
ance with his leadership and wishes. 
He, together with his cabinet has 
the pledged; support of the Liberal 
party. In view of the overwhelm- 
ing Liberal majority in the .House 
of Comnrwns it follows that he has 
the pledged support ot Parliament 
Under such conditions the legisla- 
tive functions ot Parliament are of 
a more or less mechanical nature. 
The members, formerly the direc- 
tors of the cabinet are now directed 
by the Prime Minister and his bur- 
eaucratic- associates In' all matters 
of national policy. This bears out 
the contention that the democratic 
political structure has already been 
replaced by i system of bureaucra- 
tic controls-^-thaV the locus of sover- 
eignity has 'shlfted'flrom "the many 
to "the few." 

Here, too, it might be argued that 
a new election, it it sent a strong 
opposition to the House, 'would 
remedy the matter. This argument 
inunediately becomes invalid when 
one attempts to explain the reasons 
for the délégation of parliamentary 
powers to the bureaus. The bur- 
eaucracy has been esteblished be- 
causé e the ;^o^imd^ parliamentary 
processes^ wm^tound to be' incap- 
able of dealing with the increas 
Ing intricacies of the economic and 
social system in an efficient man- 
ner. Specialized . economic and po 
litical planning was necessary and 
the esUbllshment of bureaucratic 
controls was actually the only way 
by which planning could be carrlea 
out swiftly and effectively. Nor 
could the situation be remedied by 
a socialistic administration, for eco- 
nomic planning Is the basic 'social 
istic-prineple ' and a planned, eeo^ 
nomy neeessltetes the establlahmèiît 
of a powerful'centralized authority 
I do not- intend to accuse the 
Prime Minister or the Liberal; Party 
of a Michiavellian attempt to steal 
the sovereignty of the Dominion 
from àié masses. The establishment 
of a political burieaucracy Is in com 
plete accord with the corporate 
character of our material lives. In 
dustry has long- ceased to be dom 
inated by individual capitalists and 
enlrkipeMurK Xar«e stock conpan< 



les and corporations owned by 
myriads ot 'shareholders have come 
to dominate industry. Control of 
industry and consequently capltel 
has shifted from lndli)ldual to bur> 
cacratlc hands. In other words, we 
have, during the past quarter cen- 
tury, witnessed a change in our 
capitalistic economy. Capitalistic 
control has shifted from individual 
hands to the hands of an "economic 
bureaucracy; namely, the execu- 
tives, directors and managers of the 
corporations. Economically, there- 
fore, society has already been sub- 
jected to bureaucratic control for 
some time. Our political institu- 
tions arc undergoing a similar 
change, as, in fact, they must in 
order to exercise greater control 
over our corporate economy. The 
political ideals of individualism and 
democracy are as decadent as thn 
economic deals of Individualism and 
laissez-faire. 

Tomorrow's government, there- 
fore, operating under a Liberal. 
Conservative or C.C.F. label will be 
a bureaucraUc one. The government 
will exercise increasing control over 
a corporate capitalistic economy 
The individual will be subjected to 
an ever increasing degree of social 
and economic regimentation. ThL' 
"Bureaucracy" will not be the ulti 
mate form which the government 
will assume. It, too. is of a transi 
tory nature. The type ot the net 
political and economic structure of 
our Canadian society is hidden in 
the misty labyrinths of the future. 
For the time being, however, we 
must try to adapt ourselves, psy- 
chologically, to the new social sys- 
tem which is already evolving out 
ot the wreckage of a democracy 
that has outlived its political and 
economic practicability.

A POINT OF VIEW 

The last people in the world to 
deny the magnitude of the sacri- 
fices made by Canadian Legion 
aires in the last war are university 
students. We recognize that these 
men are entitled, no, expected to 
further the country's war aims and 
efforts to an .even greater extent 
than those of us who have never 
known the "under fire" sensation 

We also recognize that in their 
zeal tor all out support for the 
cause dear to the hearts of all men 
who love freedom, the Legionalres 
may be letting their enthusiasm 
run away with their sense of fair- 
ness. 

Recently the National War Ser- 
vices Board in Saskatoon refused to 
hand over the names, addresses and 
defences of forty four applications 



tor exemption from military ser- 
vice. , ■ 

"What Is the object behind this 
wljthholding of names?" asked one 
of the Legionalres in a recent meet- 
ing of the local branch of the 
Legion. ' 

"Opinion . expressed by many 
members was that the board 'could 
not hope to know' all the clrcum- 
stonces surrounding a particular 
case— imless other citizens, in pos- 
session ot names and addresses ot 
exemptées and the reasons given 
tor claiming exemption or defer- 
ment, could follow up each case to 
their satlsfacUon." 

The .board, if we understand the 
quotation, is not in a position to 
make full judgment because It lacks 
the full facts which, "other clti 
zens . . . could follow up ... to 
their own satisfaction." To whose 
own satisfaction?" The board's or 
the "other citizens'?" 

Is it proposed that the duly ap 
pointed courts and boards of this 
Dominion seek for and accept the 
aid ot any organization to assist 
them In handing down judgments? 
Are we to understand from this 
quotation that the powers in coun 
cil should farm out the names of 
individuals against whom they seek 
dossiers to be prepared and handed 
in by an organfzntion? Surely no 
freedom-loving person would tol- 
erate such Hitlerian systems for 
moment If such a proposal were to 
be acted upon, we fail to see any 
respect in which the consequent 
way of living in a democracy would 
differ trom that of a totalitarian 
state. 

We must see to It that the hor- 
rible impositions which the regime 
of the Gestapo places upon- the 
hearts and minds of German people 
are not ' allowed to seep into our 
way of thinking, living and ruling. 
Are we honoring those men from 
our soli who are now fighting for 
all we hold dear when we even sug- 
gest methods of government against 
which they are in the field of con 
flict? 

It may. be confidently assumed 
that Included in the forty-four 
names are some university students. 
The Canadian universities are 
the only institutloQS in tHe country 
that have introduced con^pulsory 
military training. To make more 
specific reference, this university 
has been training men in military 
science since the outbreak of war 
Many hundreds of ito students are 
at present on Active Service; almost 
to a man the students of the uni 
versity are doing their compulsory 
military training this year as they 
did last year and the year before. 

There are some students whose 
religious convictions do not allow 



them to serve in the forces or to 
engage in war work. Their sects 
have been traditionally against 
warfare; they are themselves heirs 
to a long history of unswerving 
determination to weather all at- 
tempts to alter their inmost con- 
victions. Apart from the students In 
this class,, the number of those who 
refuse military training is, in- com- 
parison to the number of studento 
who are cheerfully and conscienti- 
ously preparing for war claims, in- 
finitesimal and unimportant 

Again, it is continually urged over 
the radio and through the public 
press that Hitler will meet his 
downfall at the hands of those very 
armies which he has forced under 
threat ot dire peril to tight for him, 
the unwilling slaves ot his occu- 
pied territories who now bear arms 
for him. 

Or, the British Government has 
long ago recognized that the 
strength of an army is its internai 
unity of purpose and determination. 
Though war work is given to those 
who object to military service, no 
effort is made to force them into 
the armed sections of the country's 
fighting forces. 

The reason for this sane attitude 
is obvious; there is no point In 
forcing a tiny, very tiny section ot 
the country's manpower to bear 
arms against Its will. Such a course 
would only breed disunity, and, in 
the case ot downright fanatics more 
drastic results would inevitably en- 
sue. 

It is therefore conildered by the 
British Government a safer and 
more reasonable policy to refrain 
from badgerhig this ridiculously 
small minority. 

Viewed under the microscope of 
sound military strategy the principle 
of worrying the lives out ot con- 
scientious objectors is no good; 
viewed in the light of experience, 
the principle does not work; viewed 
in the cold mirror of facts the prin- 
ciple is contradicting the very 
grounds on which our hopes for the 
freeing ot Europe's millions are 
based,
